Evans lifts lid on spending

Evans announced Wednesday he has restored 
the spending authority because. latest revenue

Last July, the governor ordered staYc agen- 
cies to cut spending by $5.6 million, or about 3 
percent. Public schools also were to be cut. but 
that would have triggered an automatic local 
property tax increase (o make up the money.

Management are now predicting that wc will 
have sufficient revenue available to fully fund 
agency budgets." Evans said.

. Open meeting law topic of discussion

TWIN FALLS - The public’s 
business should be discussed In 
public, said Deputy Attorney General 
Roble Russell Wednesday at a discus- 
sion dl the stale’s open meeting law. 

Russell served as a panelist at a 
workshop sponsored by the Sawtooth 
PrcssClub. 

To the several reporters and public 
officials gathered, Russell quoted the 
open meeting law, which rtalcs that 
the people of the state of Idalio shall 
"not yield their sovereignty” to the 
government agencies created to 
serve them. 

Opposing views clashed at the 
workshop when reporters expressed 
concern about whelher-.publlc agen- 
cies were using the term “personnel 
matters" os a blanket reason to close 
the meeting and then discuss other 
items. As in the case of the Twin Fails 
-School-01strict,-i‘personner-^could be- 
used to discuss the disputed Insurance 
policy In teacher contracts or the new 
school because it means adding new 
staff, said panelist Dean Miller, the 
education reporter with The Times- 
News. -

WASHINGTON - What would It 
cost to purchase In a store the kind 
of wardrobe Nancy. Reagan has 
ordered to wear In the delebratlon 
. of her husband’s second Inaugura- 
Uoin? \ 

Certainly more than $25, (XX). 
“That’s ridiculous," Mrs. 
Reagan told a wire service 
reporter of that estimate. 

b fact, the actual price paid by 
Mrs. Reagan Is a private matter, 
.. adjusted by the' designers because 
of the exposure given their designs 
when she wears them. And since 
. Mrs. Reagan’s purchases are rare- 
ly made throu^ stores but rather 
directly froin the designers, It Is 
possible that she Is unaware of the 
retail price.' 

However, a survey of indusUy' 
sources confirms that the costs, at 
retail, for the clothes Mrs. Reagan 
plans to wear to the major Inaugu- 
ral festivities, excluding some ac- 
cessories, would be $46,000. 

The White House has declined to 
comment on the figures.

Reagan has 
also ordered a white double-faced 
wool.coat with three Jeweled but- 
tons that close off to the side to 
wear over the white gown, $8,000;

• A red wool Jersey wrap, made 
especially to go over the red dress 
worn to the gala, $1,000. 

• A twisted pearl ■ choker and 
earrings by K^eth Jay' Lane to 
wear with the red dress, $200.
